J he day of the students is somewhat as follows : 

I hey rise at seven, and, after an hour’s study, take breakfast. The 
students make their own beds before going down to the school, where they 
spend the morning, as I have previously described, in learning and teaching. 
I innei is at 1.30. Rest and recreation follow until four o’clock tea. Time 
is now found for special study, such as Languages, Needlework, and Manual 
Tiaining. 1 ea is served at seven, and in the evening the routine is varied 
by occasional lectures such as I have named in connection with the 
Universities and County Councils. 

It is right that those heads of families who seek the advantage of assistance 
in rearing their children should inquire into the social position of those 
whose help they require. The ladies who are trained at the House of 
Education are daughters of clergymen, officers in the army, professional 
men, and merchants. Miss Mason has taken special steps to secure that 
the children in the school shall attain some fixed standard of proficiency. 
Many parents who educate their children at home are in a state of un- 
certainty as to how far their children keep pace with other children of their 
age. Miss Mason has drawn up a syllabus of work for a year, showing the 
extent of the studies of the different children in her practising school. 
Parents can obtain the syllabus and follow it. Periodical examinations are 
held in connection with the syllabus, and the papers can be procured by 
any one who joins in this scheme. 1 he papers worked by the childien can 
be sent to Miss Mason for revision. This arrangement enables children 
who are scattered about in separate families to keep pace as though they 
were taught in the same school, and hence Miss Mason calls it “ Thc Parents

HAMPSTEAD Branch.— A meeting of the Hampstead Branch was held 
on Dec. 12 at “ The Hall,” Crossfield Road (kindly lent by the Misses Allen 
Olney), when a most able and inspiring address was delivered by the Rev. 
B. A. Stuart, M.A., Vicar of St. James’, Holloway. Taking as his subject 
the words “ Do not sin against the child,” in connection with the story of 
Joseph, he showed how his brethren sinned against him (1) by their evil 
lives ; (2) by ridiculing his visions, as many people discourage their children’s 
imaginations, and laugh at their ambition and dreams of future work ; 
(3) by their cruelty and anxiety to get rid of him, as many parents do with 
their children ; engrossed themselves with the business or pleasures of the 
world, they hand them over to nurses and governesses to rid themselves of 
the trouble. But he considered that Jacob also sinned greatly against the 
child in spite of his love for him (1) by the coat of many colours, showing 
partiality and fostering vanity ; (2) by keeping him at home in idleness to the 
age of seventeen ; (3) by sending him out into the world without warning of 
the danger to which he would be exposed. Referring to the faithful heroes 
named in Hebrews xi., he said that the father and mother of Moses gained 
their place in that list solely from their “ hiding ” their son, and all parents 
must hide their children from the evil effects of bad example, bad books, 
and bad companionship. Of the three most important points for parents to 
remember in the bringing up of their children he placed (1) “justice,’* not 
merely between child and child, but towards the child himself, not as tyrants 
to give commands that must be obeyed simply because the parent orders it, 
but because the child knows that there is good reason for the command 
even if he cannot understand that reason ; (2) example ; (3) sympathy. 
“ If a mother showed more sympathy with her daughter over a broken doll, 
she would not so often have to mourn that she does not share her child’s 
confidence over a broken heart.” 

I have given this paper somewhat fully because we all felt that it was 
exactly what a society like this wants, and that it was a pity to lose the out- 
line of it if Mr. Stuart is unable to send the complete paper.
